PLANS have been unveiled this week 
for a care home on the site of Queens¬ 
bury Lodge on Newmarket High 
Street. 

Unex, the owners of the site at the 
top of the High Street, have released 
plans which would see the much-ma¬ 
ligned old racing yard turned into an 
old people’s home. 

Pre-application plans have been 
submitted to Forest Heath District 
Council for a two-storey residential 
home, named Queensbury Home, 
made up of 26 one and two-bedroom 
suites. 

Four sitting rooms will also be in¬ 
corporated, as well as a restaurant for 
the residents and landscaped gardens. 

The majority of the care home will 
be situated behind the High Street, 
and it would appear from the plans 
that the Queensbury Lodge building 
will become a cafe. 

The land next to it will be opened up 
for a gated entrance, leading through 
a piazza to the 
care home. 

At the end 
of last month, 
the district 
council said 
they were plan¬ 
ning to ask for 
a Compulsory 
Purchase Order 
for the site and 
were planning 
to prepare a 
valuation and 
commission a developmental brief to 
identify future uses for the site. 

Speaking to the News yesterday, Bill 
Gredley, owner of Unex, said: “A care 
home is what we have always wanted 
to do and this is what we will probably 
do. 

“Queensbury Lodge belongs to the 
charitable trust and it will hopefully 
continue with the charity 

“I hope these are the plans that will 
go through. The council have threat¬ 
ened a Compulsory Purchase Order, 


but what are they going to do that we 
can’t? 

“We have made a prior application 
and we are waiting for the council to 
give their comments.” 

Mr Gredley and Unex have dis¬ 
played the plans in the window of an 
empty shop which the firm owns. 

The map is surrounded by large ar¬ 
rows painted on the window to draw 
attention to it. 

He added: “We own the shop that 
the plans have been posted in and we 
thought if we put it in the window, a 
lot of people who are interested will 
see it. 


“The people interested in the de¬ 
velopment are not going to be on the 
web and won’t see it there but they 
will see it when they’re walking past.” 

The Queensbury Lodge site has 
long been an issue in Newmarket. 

Once a racehorse training yard, the 
latest application has been for a su¬ 
permarket, which was rejected by For¬ 
est Heath District Council and upheld 
on appeal in April. 

Mr Gredley said: “I hope the plans 
for the care home will be the plans 
that will go through. 

“We are reasonably happy that this 
will be accepted.” 


A spokesperson from FHDC said 
that the council had not yet received 
any plans for the Queensbury Lodge 
site. 

Town mayor Rachel Hood said: “It 
is interesting to see these proposals 
but it would be inappropriate to com¬ 
ment while negotiations are going on 
with the planning authority 

“It is essential the racing land poli¬ 
cies are scrupulously preserved and 
protected for the benefit of Newmar¬ 
ket.”

A CENTRE for the racing industry has 
opened its doors this week at the end 
of a lengthy refurbishment. 

Prominent figures in the racing 
industry and from the community 
gathered at The Racing Centre, 
formerly The New Astley Club, for the 
official opening on Monday evening 
and to admire the new facilities which 
include a new state-of-the-art gym. 

The centre, on Fred Archer Way in 
Newmarket, will also provide a base 
for the National Association of Stable 
Staff (NASS), the Racing Chaplin, the 
Injured Jockeys Fund Almoners and 
the Racing Welfare officers, as well 
as fitness clubs which include boxing 
and Taekwond-do. 

At the heart of the centre is 
RACEFIT - a fitness and rehabilitation 
service with a brand new gym, 
complete with racehorse simulator 
and treatment room. 

RACEFIT will provide fitness and 
injury rehabilitation to stud, stable 
staff and jockeys to help them speed 
their recovery after injury. 

BBC racing broadcaster Derek 
Thompson addressed invited guests 
and praised the fantastic work that 
had gone on to provide such a facility 
for the town. 

Leading jockey Ryan Moore 
officially opened the centre by cutting 
the red ribbon. 

Matt Mancini, charity director of 
The Racing Centre, said: "A centre 
for racing in the centre of racing, The 
Racing Centre represents a modern 
community facility that is needs-led. 

"Our aim is to improve the lives of 
those working in racing by providing a 


miltitude of services under one roof. 

"RACEFIT can support the 
occupational health needs of both 
the employers and employees and 
we look forward to building on the 
links with trainers, breeders and other 
racing organisations to create joined 
up services that meet the diverse 
needs of the industry." 

The new development was carried 
out after a review and consultation 
period with the community, members 


and stakeholders. 

Various businesses and 
organisations supported the 
development with grants, and almost 
£600,000 was raised towards the 
revamp. 

Matt added: "It is fantastic to have 
this buy-in from the employers, it 
really demonstrates how the racing 
industry do come together to support 
their own." 

Peter Stanley, chairman of The 


Racing Centre, said: "This has been 
an incredibly exciting project and I 
am absolutely thrilled to have had 
the support of so many local trainers, 
breeders, and indeed the entire racing 
community. 

"The centre is the culmination of a 
far-fetched plan that we hatched three 
years ago and I am eternally grateful 
to everyone who has helped us bring 
this dream to fruition."

Police step up 
patrols on estate 


PLAIN clothed police officers 
are patrolling the Studlands es¬ 
tate following a spate of vandal¬ 
ism last month, concerned resi¬ 
dents were told this week. 

Back in August, a total of 13 cars 
were vandalised on the estate 
over a three-night period. 

Residents gathered for a meet¬ 
ing at the Sport and Social Club 
on Friday evening with local 
councillors and the police to 
discuss the issue of petty crime 
and anti-social behaviour. 

Cllr Michael Anderson, who 
has lived on Studlands for over 
20 years said: “What happened 
over the last couple of weeks 
is despicable. We need to take 
measures to stop this from hap¬ 
pening again.” 

Pc Ian Watson told residents it 
was “mindless vandalism” rath¬ 
er than the actions of organised 
criminals. And he said there had 
been no further incidents. 

But he also assured the packed 
hall that undercover officers 
were now patrolling the area. 

He added: “Whether the of¬ 
fices are in uniform or not, they

can still stop people and still 
search people. The problem is 
that it’s a big estate. If I’m at one 
end and there’s crime at the oth¬ 
er, how long is it going to take 
me to get from one end to the 
other?” 

The issue of leaving street¬ 
lights on at night was also raised. 

As the News reported, a Face- 
book group was set up after the 
vandalism as part of a campaign 
to get streetlights left on at night. 

Almost 400 people joined the 
group. The streetlights have 
been on at night ever since. 

Residents said the lights were 
necessary because otherwise 
the estate was too dark. 

One resident said: “You can 
walk from the top of the estate 
through to the bottom and all 
the lights are off. It’s not right. 

“The lights are the main rea¬ 
son why that is happening.” 

Another added: “We have got 
to stop this from happening 
again. They do it because it was 
dark. Up here we are easy tar¬ 


gets.” 

However, Pc Watson said that 
in fact crime drops when street¬ 
lights are off. He said: “When 
someone commits a crime in 
an area with no lights, they have 
to bring a torch and that alerts 
people like yourselves.” 

But he added: “The inspec¬ 
tor contacted the council after 
the vandalism and asked for the 
street lights to be left on.” 

Cllr Michael Anderson said 
there would be a meeting with 
the council this week to discuss 
which lights could be left on. 

He said: “It’s a way forward. 
It’s not what we want - we want 
them all. We all feel safe if the 
lights are on.” 

Residents also brought up is¬ 
sues of speeding, parking and 
litter on the estate. 

Another meeting is arranged 
for Saturday, October 25, be¬ 
tween 11am and 1pm at the Lit¬ 
tle Buds community centre. 

Residents will be asked their 
views on parking, car crime, 
speeding and public open space 
before a buffet lunch. 
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Gus brings home 
the gold at the 
Invictus Games

A MARINE from Chippenham has 
brought home the gold - and silver 
and bronze - while representing the 
UK at the Invictus Games. 

Fergus Hurst, 26, who is origi¬ 
nally from Chippenham, took home 
two gold, one silver and two bronze 
medals at the Invictus Games in 
swimming, discus and archery. 

The tournament, which was the 
brainchild of Prince Harry, saw 
wounded, injured and sick service¬ 
men and women come together 
from around the world to compete 
in sports including archery, swim¬ 
ming, cycling and basketball. 

Fergus, known to his friends as 
Gus, qualified for the Games after 
enduring an accident during an ex¬ 
ercise, which left his foot badly dam¬ 
aged. This was made worse after he 
contracted a serious infection dur¬ 
ing an operation to correct it. 

His parents, James and Fouize 
Hurst, who live on the High Street, 
were there to cheer him on through¬ 
out his triumphs, including during 
the swimming heats where Fergus 
came away with two gold medals in 
the 50m freestyle and the freestyle 
relay, and a bronze medal in the 50m 
backstroke. 

Dad James said: “It was one of the 
proudest moments of my life. It was 
a fantastic, joyous occasion. 

“We were in the crowd and shout¬ 
ing, hoping he might hear his name 
or recognise our voice. 

“It was deafening. To see him do¬ 
ing so well was fantastic. 

“There was something about that 
atmosphere that got the best out of 
everyone.” 

Fergus also competed in the dis¬ 
cus, where he won a silver medal in 
the men’s final, and a bronze medal 
in the archery, where he, with team¬ 
mates Paul Twaites and Declan 
O’Halloran, won the novice team fi¬ 
nal, beating Italy 5-4. 

The Invictus Games were not Fer¬ 
gus’ first taste of success - earlier 
this year he went to America to com¬ 
pete in the Warrior Games. 

James added: “He got a lot of med¬ 



als there - three golds, a silver and 
two bronzes. 

“Then, having done well there, he 
qualified for the Invictus Games. 

“When all the teams met up again 
at the Invictus Games, they all re¬ 
membered each other. It’s not just 
about competing and winning, it’s 
friends between the nations too.” 

Now, Fergus has returned to Ha- 
sler Company in Plymouth where he 
will continue rehabilitation for his 
foot. 

James added: “His injury was very 
serious indeed and it has taken a lot 
of rehabilitation. 

“Gus is very keen and motivated 
by the support he has received in the 
Invictus Games. His first stage is to 
continue rehabilitation on his foot 
to improve that so he can walk prop¬ 
erly again. 

“We still hope that he will be able 
to make a full recovery, but if not, he 
will be classed as a disabled soldier 
and will then become a Paralym¬ 
pian.” 

He added: “We would be im¬ 
mensely proud of Gus if he could 
compete in the Paralympics but we 
hope that he will be able to recover 
fully and not be disabled.” 

Despite his successes, James said 
that his son sees himself as “just a 
normal guy”. 

He added: “He has been incred¬ 



ibly assisted by Help for Heroes, who 
have built and funded the fantastic 
rehabilitation facilities at Hasler 
Company at HMS Drake in Plym¬ 
outh, who with the Royal Marines 
are supporting him through his re¬ 
covery. 

“He loved every minute of the In¬ 
victus Games and they gave every 
injured, physical and psychological, 
competitor something to strive for - 
a purpose each day” 


MP to repay £1,600 for using wrong envelopes 


NEWMARKET’S MP Mat¬ 
thew Hancock has been 
ordered to repay more 
than £1,600 - because he 
used the wrong stationery. 

Mr Hancock used House 
of Commons stationery 
to send a letter to 3,000 
homes in his constituen¬ 
cy, updating people on his 
recent work and asking for 
constituents to complete a 
survey. 

The letters, sent out 
in April this year, used 


3,100 envelopes and 6,200 
sheets of paper, “contrary 
to the rules of the House”. 

John Insole, a former 
councillor for St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough 
Council, who lives in 
Haverhill, complained. 

Mr Insole said: “It was so 
patently tax payers’ mon¬ 
ey and it was so evidently 
wrong.” 

Mr Insole, who is in his 
80s, argued that the let¬ 
ter was for “political party 


purposes”. 

Mr Hancock apologised 
for the correspondence, 
which was deemed “to be 
political rather than par¬ 
liamentary”. 

He added: “I apologise 
for this and have put it 
right by authorising pay¬ 
ment for the cost from my 
political funds.” 

It was important for the 
MP to be able to commu¬ 
nicate with his constitu¬ 
ents, he said.

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A hero remembered 


at last

A MEMORIAL to remember 
legendary codebreaker and 
Newmarket man Bill Tutte 
was unveiled last week. 

Crowds of people, includ¬ 
ing schoolchildren, lined the 
perimeter of the memorial 
on Newmarket’s Rutland Hill 
for the ceremony. 

The sculpture’s key fea¬ 
tures are six stainless steel 7ft 
tall panels which are pierced 
to represent the punched 
paper tape used in the trans¬ 
mission of the Lorenz mes¬ 
sages. 

The sculpture was de¬ 
signed by Cambridge artist 
Harry Gray and when viewed 
from a particular direction 
the holes come together 
to create a subtle image of 
Tutte’s face. 

Mr Gray said: “It’s very ex¬ 
citing - I’ve been working on 
this for two years. 

“I hope it will achieve a 
lasting memorial to a New¬ 
market man who was an un¬ 
sung hero of World War Two. 
“Hopefully it will also create 
a whole new public space for 
citizens.” 

Tutte, who was born at 
Litzroy House Stables in 
Newmarket, will now be 
remembered through the 
sculpture for his codebreak¬ 
ing work at Bletchley Park 
where he cracked the Lor¬ 
enz code. This then led to 
the building of Colossus, the 
world’s first computer, which 
Tutte then used to break the 
Tunny code. 

Tutte’s achievements only 
came to light in the mid- 
1990s after a former MI5 en¬ 
gineer Tony Sale publicised

them during his work to re¬ 
build Colossus. 

Sale described Tutte’s ex¬ 
ploits as one of the “greatest 
intellectual feats of the Sec¬ 
ond World War” and those 
words now form part of The 
Codebreaker tribute outside 
the Rutland Arms Hotel. 

Two of the monument’s 
six panels were unveiled by 
9-year-old Edward Youlden, 
who is Tutte’s great-great- 
nephew and a pupil at Ch- 
eveley Primary School. 

A former colleague of 
Tutte, Prof Dan Younger, 
travelled from Canada for 
the ceremony. 

Describing the memorial, 
Prof Younger said: “It’s the 
realisation of the efforts of so 
many people. 

“I started writing about 
Tutte after his death and al¬ 
ways wondered what it was 
like to be where he grew up, 
so to come to Newmarket is 
a special pleasure.” 

Also attending was Mei 
Roberts, the widow of Cap¬ 
tain Jerry Roberts, who was 
Tutte’s colleague at Bletchley 
Park. 


The project has cost about 
£300,000 including a £50k do¬ 
nation from Suffolk County 
Council, £12,500 from Lorest 
Heath District Council and 
£30k from Newmarket Town 
Council. 

Private and corporate do¬ 
nations have topped £77,000 
with Tesco and Morrisons 
giving £68,000 and £70,931 
respectively. 

Lundraising is ongoing 
with the working group hav¬ 
ing set up a scholarship fund 
in Bill Tutte’s name to pro¬ 
vide university funding for a 
Newmarket student to study 
maths and/or computer sci¬ 
ence. 

Secretary of the Bill Tutte 
Memorial Lund, Richard 
Lletcher, added: “This new 
feature will mark the devel¬ 
opment of the High Street 
that we are all looking for¬ 
ward to.” 

Pupils from schools in 
Newmarket, Cheveley, Exn- 
ing and Moulton attended, 
and children from All Saint’s 
primary school sang a se¬ 
lection of wartime-themed 
songs.

PLANS for Newmarket to be turned into a 
winter wonderland this Christmas are in 
full swing as councillors continue to dis¬ 
cuss their ideas for the Memorial Gardens 
festival. 

The gardens will be sprinkled with 
snowflakes; fairy lights will twinkle in the 
trees, and festive carols will add to the 
festive atmosphere at the town’s very first 
five-day Winter Wonderland. 

The festival will be held every day, be¬ 
tween 11am and 8pm, from December 20 
until December 24.

“Some of that may see 
us invest in delivering new 
homes whether they be af¬ 
fordable homes, private 
rented, or homes for sale 
on the open market. 

“Housing, alongside eco¬ 
nomic growth, is one of 
our main priorities and we 
need to be flexible both in 
responding to the chang¬ 
ing housing market, and 
in ensuring that we deliver 
the right balance of houses 
in the right place for those 
that need them.”

Consultant admits sexually abusing young boys 


A DOCTOR who worked as a 
paediatrician at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital has admitted 25 sepa¬ 
rate sexual offences towards 
young boys. 

Myles Bradbury, 41, formerly of 
Herringswell, near Newmarket, 
worked as a consultant paedi¬ 
atric haematologist at the Cam¬ 
bridge hospital. He appeared 
at Cambridge Crown Court on 
Monday where he admitted the 
string of offences. 

He was charged with a total of 
27 offences over a four-and-a- 
half year period, including three 
of inciting a child to strip naked 
and perform a sex act in front of 
him, and over 20 of sexual activ¬ 


ity and assault with a child. 

He was also charged with vo¬ 
yeurism, for recording a child for 
his own sexual gratification, and 
for making 16,629 indecent pho¬ 
tographs and 20 indecent videos 
of boys. 

Bradbury spoke only to con¬ 
firm his name, and to indicate 
25 guilty pleas. He pleaded not 
guilty to two counts of sexual as¬ 
sault of a child. 

The court was told that the of¬ 
fences took place between April 
2009 and November 2013, and 
relate to 20 separate complain¬ 
ants, some of whom were under 
13. 

After hearing the charges fudge 


Hawkesworth granted Bradbury 
bail, ordering him to have no 
unsupervised contact with chil¬ 
dren, and to refrain from using 
any internet-enabled devices. 

He said: “I have granted you 
bail on the conditions that have 
been established in chambers, 
and explained to you if you 
breach those conditions you are 
culpable. 

“You must expect a substantial 
immediate custodial sentence, 
and you must sign the relevant 
documentation now as a sex of¬ 
fender. As for the future of the 
not guilty counts, these are not 
yet determined, but it is likely 
they will remain on the file.”

The rabbit kits are thought to be

around just three weeks old and the 
box contained shavings and hairs 
thought to belong to their mother. 

The young animals, one black, 
another harlequin and the other 
three agouti or ‘wild’ coloured, 
have now been taken to a specialist 
for hand-rearing. 

RSPCA inspector Richard Lyth- 


goe said: “These little things were 
tiny and were just not old enough 
to have any chance of fending for 
themselves. They are still supposed 
to be feeding off their mum. 

“They were clearly dumped, as 
the box with its shavings shows, 
and they would have starved to 
death if this kind-hearted member 
of the public had not seen them 
and brought them to safety. 

“We urge anyone with any infor¬ 
mation about how they came to be 


dumped like this to let us know - it 
is simply unacceptable to treat ani¬ 
mals like this.” 

Rowena Hope, a veterinary nurs¬ 
ing assistant at Pet Doctors, said: 
“Rabbits are very difficult to look 
after when they are this young as 
they need very particular feeds, so 
we have taken them to a specialist 
to hand-rear them.”

THE RIOT CLUB (IS, 107 mins) 

THE class war degenerates into foul-mouthed tirades and stomach- 
churning violence in Laura Wade's robust adaptation of her own 
coruscating stage play. 

Posh originated at the Royal Court Theatre in London in 2010 
and was revived two years later in the West End, painting a vivid 
portrait of a fictional dining clique akin to the Bullingdon Club at 
Oxford University, which once included David Cameron, George 
Osborne and Boris Johnson in its notorious ranks. 

Lone Scherfig's film, retitled The Riot Club, packs a similar 
emotional wallop to its stage-bound predecessor, detonating pent- 
up testosterone and tempers with horrifying repercussions. 

Wade has fleshed out key protagonists and excised some scenes 
entirely to reduce the running time by 40 minutes. 

There seems to be a greater emphasis on the fledgling romance 
between the most likable male character and a down-to-earth 
northern lass (Holliday Grainger), who is dazzled by the dreaming 
spires and gushes: "Being at Oxford is like being invited to 100 
parties all at once - and I want to go to all of them." 

The Riot Club is not a party most of us would wish to attend. 

But that's the point. Alistair Ryle (Sam Claflin) arrives at Oxford, 
hoping to emulate his older brother, a former president of the 
titular fraternity. This hush-hush 10-strong dining club honours 
the memory of its libidinous 18th century founder by boozing to 
excess at an annual dinner, trashing the venue and paying for the 
damages out of their trust funds. 


Given his lineage, Alistair is almost certain to catch the eye of 
Riot Club president James Leighton-Masters (Freddie Fox). 

However, it is dashing classmate Miles Richards (Max Irons) from 
more humble stock, who steals Alistair's thunder and arouses the 
homosexual yearnings of influential club member Hugo Fraser- 
Tyrwhitt (Sam Reid). 

Alistair and Miles pass initiation and are inducted into the 
ranks alongside Harry Villiers (Douglas Booth), Guy Bellingfield 
(Matthew Beard), Toby Maitland (Oily Alexander), Dimitri 
Mitropoulos (Ben Schnetzer) and George Balfour (Jack Farthing). 

The students head to a country pub run by Chris (Gordon Brown) 
and his daughter Rachel (Jessica Brown Findlay), who have no idea 
of the devastation about to be wrought. 

The Riot Club is a sobering attack on a culture of inherited 
privilege and power in Britain. 

Scherfig's film dissects how our egalitarian society is founded on 
secret handshakes in wood-panelled rooms far from the madding 
electorate, and you can almost see the venom streaking down the 
camera lens when one inebriated club member sneers, "I am sick 
to death of poor people!" 

The Danish filmmaker, who previously helmed the Oscar- 
nominated coming-of- age story An Education, doesn't spare the 
morally repugnant characters any blushes. 

A climactic showdown is just as jaw-dropping in lurid cinematic 
close-up as it was from the safe distance of the theatre's upper 
circle.

Protect 

pollinators 


We know bees, hoverflies and other beneficial 
insects provide a welcome sight for gardeners in 
spring and summer, pollinating our flowers and 
helping us to reap rich harvests, but these valued 
species also need plenty of protection in the 
winter to ensure they return in years to come. 

As part of Wild About 
Gardens Week, the Royal 
Horticultural Society (RHS) 
and The Wildlife Trusts (TWT) 
are urging people to do more 
to support the UK's vital 
pollinators during the cooler 
months. 

RHS senior entomologist 
Andrew Salisbury says: 

"Pollinators and other 
invertebrates need sheltered 
places to spend the cold winter 
months. By being a little less 
tidy, particularly around the base of hedges and 
in garden borders, creating bug hotels and log 
piles, we can provide much needed overwintering 
sites, giving pollinators a head start in the 
spring." 

The two organisations have produced a winter 
survival guide for the UK's 1,500 species of 
pollinating insects. People with outside spaces 
are urged to: 


■ Make an insect hotel or overwintering habitat 
- insect hotels provide shelter and overwintering 
habitats for many pollinators. WAG week is 
featuring a 'build a bug hotel' competition to 
encourage gardeners, schools and community 
groups to get building and share photographs 

of their projects to inspire 
- others to get involved. More 

details about the competition 
can be found at www. 
wildaboutgardensweek.org.uk/ 
buildabughotel. Entries close 
on October 31. 

■ Create log piles - some 
pollinating insects nest or 
overwinter in dead wood and 
many uncommon insects such 
as the stag beetle rely on it for 
a large part of their lifecycle. 
Half bury some logs, leave 
dead wood where it falls, and keep tree stumps 
in place. 

■ Cut back on the cutting back - instead of 
cutting flower borders back in late autumn, leave 
the dead stems all winter until early spring. The 
hollow stems of perennial plants provide shelter 
for overwintering insects. 

■ Let your lawn grow - leave a long patch over 
the winter, before cutting it back, resuming 




mowing in early spring and it'll help many 
creatures hibernate. 

■ Ensure your garden contains a wide range of 
plants, trees and shrubs that produce pollen and 
nectar resources throughout the year. Autumn 
and winter nectar plants to consider include: 
Spanish traveller's joy (Clematis cirrhosa), winter¬ 
flowering crocus (Crocus species), ivy (Hedera 
helix), Purpus honeysuckle (Lonicera x purpusii), 
Michaelmas daisy (Aster), perennial sunflower 
(Helianthus x laetiflorus), winter aconite 
(Eranthis hyemalis) and sweet box (Sarcococca 
confusa). 

■ Be considerate to dandelions and nettles, 
which are crucial for many pollinators. 

A recent study highlighted that 24% of 
European bumblebee species are at risk of 
extinction and we have already lost 23 bee and 
flower-visiting wasp species in Britain. 

Paul Wilkinson, The Wildlife Trusts' head of 


living landscape, says: "The provision of nectar- 
rich flowers combined with equal effort to restore 
and create 'home' habitats - including food 
plants for caterpillars and undisturbed ground for 
hibernating bees - is a winning combination. 

"Although the importance of bees is now 
widely recognised, let's also give credit to and 
raise awareness of our lesser-known pollinators, 
including the peacock butterfly, hummingbird 
hawk moth and marmalade hoverfly. 

"Ultimately, it's looking after the 'small 
stuff' which helps to create a healthier bigger 
picture for wildlife and the natural environment. 
Collectively, our gardens make up the biggest 
nature reserve in the UK. Let's make it the 
biggest and best it can be."

the game, so we take it on 
the chin and move on.” 

Histon could have led at 
the break had Joe Peacock 
not hit the bar or had an effort 
ruled out for handball. 

Nick Freeman broke the 
deadlock on 66 minutes, 
curling home from the edge 
of the box. 

Four minutes later, 
Peacock drilled home the 
second and Freeman’s add- 
ed-time finish sealed the win. 

“We always press teams 
and we didn’t do that,” said 
Grainger. 

“I’ve got to sit down and 
really decide whether it was 
Histon taking the game to 
us or whether we just didn’t 
do it.” 

Fordham won 5-0 away 
to Brampton in Newmarket 
Motor Company 2B. 

Alex Theobald netted 
twice, and Dan Fangley, 
Reece Peacock and Tom 
Thatcher got one apiece. 

Fordham’s reserves lost 3-2 
to Fakenheath Casuals, with 
Steven Morley and Adam 
Cook scoring.

TRADE Storm sealed a Grade One 
double for David Simcock as he landed 
the Ricoh Woodbine Mile in Canada. 

Simcock had earlier been on the 
mark with Sheikhzayedroad in the 
Northern Dancer and Trade Storm 
made it a memorable brace as he 
landed the feature last Sunday, which 
offers automatic Breeders' Cup 
qualification, at Woodbine racecourse. 

Partnered by Jamie Spencer, the 
Qatar Racing-owned Trade Storm was 
towards the rear turning for home 
but made up significant ground in the 
straight, hitting the front with half a 
furlong to run before repelling the 
challenge of Kaigun by half a length. 

Simcock confirmed the Breeders' 
Cup Mile at Santa Anita on November 
1 is now a likely target. 

He said: "He'll probably take up 
'the win and he's in' and go down to 
Santa Anita and enjoy himself and see 
how we get on. 

"He'll get his fast ground, which 
suits a fairly strong pace. It will 
probably be a tougher race, but he 
is in excellent order and he never 


disgraces himself. 

"When there's a lot of pace into 
the race, he travels very strongly 
into it and he's got a nice pick up. 

All he needed was the gaps and he 
manoeuvred his way through." 

Sheikhzayedroad, ridden by Martin 
Lane, had earlier outbattled his rivals 
to claim top honours in the mile-and- 
a-half Northern Dancer. 

Simcock said: "He is a grand horse 
and tries really hard. He has his 
quirks. 

"He runs about a bit, but that's 
normal for him. He did a lot worse 
when he was a younger horse, I assure 
you, and he never wins by far. He 
thinks he's done enough once he's got 
there. He's terrific. 

"He's a traveller. He loves going to 
different places, Dubai, here and he'll 
go elsewhere in the future. 

"We've got an option of the 
(Pattison Canadian) International (at 
Woodbine) on October 19. He's got an 
entry the same day at Ascot. 

"I'll speak to his owner and decide 
where he is going."

St Leger success for 
Kingston and Yarian 


THE ‘will-he-won’t-he’ saga over favourite 
Kingston Hill had a happy outcome in the 
Ladbrokes St Leger at Doncaster. 

Much debate centred on whether the track 
should be watered or not, but in the end Roger 
Varian and Andrea Atzeni became the newest 
names on the British Classic list last Saturday. 

Set plenty to do in the straight the 9-4 favourite 
came with a sustained run down the outside and 
while he bumped the third, Snow Sky, and leaned 
on the runner-up Romsdal, he had a length and a 
quarter to spare at the line. 

Newmarket-based Varian, who is likely to 
target an Arc bid, said: “It’s an exciting thing to 
win a Classic and it’s what we’re all in it for. 

“It’s great for the horse. We’ve had a bit of heart¬ 
ache with him through the year. He came good 
on the day and Andrea gave him a brilliant ride.” 

Varian and Atzeni’s dream weekend contin¬ 
ued as 11-8 favourite Cursory Glance struck gold 
in the Moyglare Stud Stakes at the Curragh on 
Sunday. 

“She is a Group One winner now and that 
will probably be it for this season,” said Varian. 
“Hopefully she will have a massive year next year. 

“It has been a magical weekend and has not 
really sunk in yet.” 

Meanwhile, Wigmore Hall was put down after 
pulling up injured at Doncaster last Saturday. 

The gelding, who has won over £lm for owner 
Mark Hawtin, was having his 42nd career start in the 
Napoleons Casinos And Restaurants Handicap. 

Wigmore Hall faltered three furlongs out in the 
lm 4f contest and was soon pulled up. 

Trainer Michael Bell said: “He will leave a huge 
hole. I have spoken to the owner and he was 
obviously very upset.” 

The seven-year-old was a dual Grade One 
winner, having twice been victorious in the 
Northern Dancer Turf Stakes in Canada under 
lamie Spencer. 

He was one of Newmarket’s most widely trav¬ 
elled horses - racing in seven countries - and ran 
16 times at the highest level, earning £1,334,814.

lohn Warren, bloodstock and racing advisor to 
the Queen. 

Connections of the Sir Michael Stoute-trained mare 
willresist the urge to send the five-year-old to Australia 
forthe covetedprize onNovember4, instead opting to 
stay closer to home after she impressively returned to 
winning ways in the Doncaster Cup last Friday. 

Estimate will now have one more outing, at 
either Ascot or at Longchamp, before she is retired to 
embark upon a career as a broodmare. 

Warren said: “After much consideration 
and in the best interest of the filly, it has been 
decided that Estimate will not be heading to the 
Melbourne Cup. 

“Her final target will be either the QIPCO 
British Champions Long Distance Cup at Ascot 
or the Qatar Prix du Cadran at Longchamp, after 
which she will be retired to The Royal Studs.” 

Last season’s Gold Cup heroine may have run 
heroically to finish second in defence of her 
crown at Royal Ascot in fune, but just a month 
later she returned a positive test for morphine. 

Estimate was one of a cluster of horses to have 
become embroiled in the case, with the source of 
the drug identified as a contaminated batch of 
horse feed. 

Even so, she is still likely to be disqualified from 
this season’s Gold Cup at a British Horseracing 
Authority hearing on September 25. 

■ Kingman’s planned outing in the Queen 
Elizabeth II Stakes at Ascot next month is in doubt 
due to a throat infection. 

The lohn Gosden-trained miler has swept all 
before him since finishing second in the QIPCO 
2000 Guineas, most recently winning the Prix 
jacques le Marois at Deauville, his fourth Group 
One success of the season. 

Teddy Grimthorpe, racing manager to owner 
Khalid Abdullah, said: “Kingman has a throat 
infection, which was discovered Saturday. I have 
spoken with Prince Khalid. 

“Obviously it is less than ideal for a preparation 
going into a big race, but it (QEII) is still a month 
away. 

“We would be hopeful of still getting him to the 
QEII, but it is far from certain.”
